BRITISH MINISTER'S WARNING. 


"London, Yesterday. 
Sir’ Austen Chamberlain made 
a notable speech at the League 
of Nations. Assembly yesterday. 
‘The British Foreign Minister 
made an uncompromising reply to 
the critics. of Great Britain’s 
policy in regard to security and 


disarmament. What was demand- ||. 


ed,, he declared, meant the de- 
struction of the British Empire. 

He said: “No one can regret 

. -more than my country docs the 
failure of the Three Power Con- 
ference on naval disarmament to 
reach an agreement, but even 
from the failure we may draw the 
hope.that we may in time win,suc- 

_ cess, We- may find encourage- 
ment that. three great Powers 
should have met to discuss so vital 
a question, should have found 

. themselves, maintaining opposite 
and’ irreconcilable Views and 
should have carried on the discus- 
sion under the eye of the public, 
and when, after all, they were un- 
able to agree, their cordial rela- 
tions of amity and respect should. 
remain unimpaired and their 
confidence in peaceful intentions 
of each other received .no check. 
But was not the failure of that 
conference a lesson for all?” — 

Sir A, Chamberlain referred to 
the fact that the Locarno Confer- 
ence’ had been preceded by 

' several months anxious and care- 
ful preparation and only those 
who took part in it knew what dif- 
ficulties had to be overcome be- 
fore the Treaties of Locarno were 
signed. —° : 

“May we not see that failure to 
agree in the Three Power Con- 
ference came: from lack of. pre- 
paration, from a failure to secure 
sufficient basis of agreement be- 
fore the conférence met, and may 
we not draw from these inspira- 
tions to work patiently, even if we 
work slowly, and that it is not 
always by hurrying that the 
greatest or even quickest. results

He asked if any 
country had done as much for 
disarmament ag Britain, whose 
army and navy were much under

It was revealed that the agree- 
ment was negotiated ‘on August 
17 last when the Japanese Min- 
ister Yoshizawa visited the Na- 
tionalist capital %t Nanking. 
During thig visit he was in con- 
ference with C. C<-Wu, foreign 
minister of the ‘Nationalist 
government. ay 

It is atated in official circles 
that this. agreement was respon- 
sible for the Japanese decision 
to withdraw their troops from 
Shantung. This withdrawal w: 
completed to-day. ney 

: Feng’s Threat. 

Quo Tai Chi, vice minister of 
foreign affairs, to-day officially 
thanked the. Japanese govern- 
ment. for withdrawing their 
troops but strongly repudiated 
the recent declaration of Japan's 
premier, Tanaka, to. the effect 
that Japan is entitled to return 
her troops in case she considers 
the situation so’ warrants.

Wong Kwok-chol, ‘Chinese volice 
constable (C623, was on Satur- 
day sentenced by xr R. &.

He has 
not | quitted Nanking alone. 
While the Nanking Government 
continues to function through 
such Ministries as are left and a 
chairmanless Military Council, 
many personal followers of 
Chiang have had to make them- 
selves scarce, especially the 
group designated the “Shanghai 
Tammany,” whose chief func- 
tion was the. kidnapping of 
wealthy Chinese for ransom on 
the plea of suppressing Com- 
munism.. The belief that, as.a 
consequence of thé heavy defeats 
of the Nationalist forces, the 
party was likely to break up is 
now modified, - The party, it is 
now thought, may have a new 
lease of life, as the Nanking 
Nationalists will probably ally 
themselves . with the - Hankow 
Nationalists, and speculation in 
regard to a possible rapproche- 
ment is brisk. ‘The supposition 


is that Wuhan demanded ‘the re-| ' 


tirement of Chiang Kai-shek an 

Nanking the retirement of Tang 
Sheng-chih, ‘both being accused 
of usurping military, power con- 
trary to the policy of. the 
Kuomintang. As matters rest 
‘or the present Chiang.is out but 
Tang remains. So far only one

employers to retain as many men 
as possible.

| Mr. H. V. Parker of the Hong

posed to the $10 and $1 notes be- 
ing forgeries, while ‘similar evid- 
ence with regard to the opium 
labels was given by Mr. H. A. 
Taylor, of the Government Im- 
port and Export Office. 

Police evidence was that the 
accused were put in touch with 
a District Watchman by ap in- 
former. The meeting took place 


ignorant of the district ‘watch- 
man’s identity. » They were 
alleged to. have offered to sell 
forged $10 notes ‘for $3.50 each, 
and forged opium labels at $1.80 
per hundred, At a given signal, 
Inspector | Shaftain’ of . the 
Secretariat for Chinese affairs 
entered the teahouse and arrest- 
ed the accused, When they were 
searched, ‘the. two forged 
notes were found on the second 
accused. This man was also 
alleged to have offered to give
